THE SANTA CLAUS STOCKING FUND 

Christmas is now only a matter of days away and 
the Santa Claus Stocking Fund at Lindsay is making its 
annual appeal for funds to bring succor to the needy 
at this festive season. 

Established about half a century ago, the fund has 
been gladdening the hearts of countless people over 
the years by ensuring that needy families have a good 
supply of food and other necessities for Christmas Day.

Silver-haired, 89-year-old Bernard M. Baruch said

“As the saying goes: ‘It is 
better to say nothing and be 
thought a fool, than to speak 
and remove all doubt.’ Let me 
say this, it shows intelligence 
to wear a hearing air 
no doubt. but, wouldn’t it be 
wonderful if people would just| 
learn how to talk? Let’s put the} 
blame in the right place where 
it belongs.”

STORM SPREADS DEATH, DESTRUCTION 

A storm raging in and around Western Europe is 
scattering death and destruction at widely separated 
points. The latest death count is at least 34. Nine days 
of floods and storms in Italy have killed at least 20 
persons—the worst single effect of the storm. Three 
soldiers were killed in last night's crash of a storm- 
harried plane in Algeria. Reports of dead and missing 
are coming from Denmark, the English Channel, and 
particularly across the Mediterranean. 

PUBLIC SERVICES PARALYZED 

Public services—from air traffic to garbage collec- 
tions—are paralyzed throughout France by a strike of 
one-million government employees in a protest over gov- 
ernment refusal to meet wage demands. The strike 
started at 12:01 a.m., Paris time, and will end tonight 
at midnight. Mailmen, customs inspectors, telephone 
operators and other public service workers joined the 
walkout. 

ALL-TIME PRODUCTION RECORD ITS GOAL 

A private statistical age ncy says the American auto 
industry is making plans for an all-time production 
record in the first three months of 1960—if another 
steel walkout doesn’t interfere. Ward’s automotive re- 
ports says the industry is scheduled to produce more 
than two-and-one-quarter million passenger cars in the 
first quarter of next year... a five per cent increase 
over the first quarter of 1955, when 2,129,000 cars were 
built.

French diplomatic sources say West German Chan- 
chellor Adenauer may warn President De Gaulle that 
NATO might collapse if France pulls out any more of 
its armed forces, Adenauer is meeting with DeGaulle 
this morning in Paris to discuss the cold war, NATO, 
the Coming East-West summit conference and Euro- 
pean unity.

A detailed statement on the 
new water filtration plant at 
Lindsay has been drafted by 
Water Commissioner D. A. 
Sinclair. Released to the press 
late Tuesday, Mr. Sinclair’s 
statement forecasts the possi- 
bility of moderately increased 
water rates to help finance 
the project’s debenture issue. 

Here is his statement: 

“This plant and equipment 
cost $265,000, (estimated cost 
being $260,000), but as we 
progressed with construction, 
we found it advantageous to 
include some extra equipment 
which cost approximately $5,- 
000. Since the commission 
| was in a position to pay cash 
in the amount of $87,000, it 
was necessary only to issue 
debentures in the amount of 
approximately $178,000 thus 
saving our water users the 
interest charges on $87,000, 
a very substantial saving. 

“These debentures will be 
self-liquidating over a period 
of 20 years, from the sale of 
water by the Commission. 

“Your commissioners endeav 
oured to construct a modern 
and efficient filtration plant 
at the lowest cost, consistent 
with good materials, equip- 
ment and workmanship, this 
we did on a strictly competi- 
tive bid basis. 

“This new plant has a pump- 
ing capacity of over three mil- 
lion imperial gallons in 24 
hours. In one day in October 
last 1¥2-million gallons were 
pumped. If in the future more 
water should be required by 
industry and our citizens, we 
can, at a minimum cost, in- 
crease the capacity of the 
| plant to meet such additional

“N o doubt the construction 
of this plant will enable in- 
dustry and others to secure 
the best possible insurance 
rates and property and equip- 
ment, as we were able to get 
a greatly reduced rate on 
building and equipment as 
compared with what we had 
on the old plant. 

“We also constructed in 1957 
an elevated water tank in the 
East Ward with a capacity of 
half-a-million gallons which 
cost $114,000 and was paid 
for in cash, no debentures 
were issued for this tank. 

“T wish to state that in the 
construction of our new plant 
we were greatly assisted in 
this by the co-operative and 
efficient service rendered by 
our superintendent, Mr. Rey- 
nolds with our engineer, Mr. 
Dempsy. Very helpful services 
was also given by our chair- 
man, Mr. Collins our secretary 
Mrs. Braunton.

At this time of year there are many things to 
occupy the attention of people . . . Christmas is coming 
up, nomination meetings and elections are being held, 
etc, But with all this human activity, there is only one 
primary concern in tne minds of the feathered poula- 
tion which stays in this part of the country—food. 

For many birds, the coming of the snow makes it 
difficult for them to find enough food to meet their 
requirements. And this is where the human element 
comes in... They can help them by setting up feeding 
stations around their homes. 

Feeding the birds in wintertime isn’t a one-sided 
arrangement because besides helping them to survive 
the rigours of our Canadian winters, a great deal of plea- 
sure can be derived from watching them. feed at rela- 
tively close range. 5 

For many years the late Harry E. White appealed to 
the residents of this area on behalf of the birds but 
since he has passed along, the tradition he established 
has been perpetuated by press and radio remiaders at 
this season of the year. 

There was one thing which the late Mr. White 
always stressed in his appeals and that was to avoid 
rendering the birds a disservice while trying to be help- 
ful. He always urged bird-lovers to arrange their feed- 
ing so that the birds would not be made easy victims 
of their natural enemy, the cat. A ball of suet, suspended 
by string from the branch of a tree was one safe method 
of feeding which he recommended. ‘Then, of course, 
their safety can be assured by erecting a feeding station 
in such a manner as to make invasion of it impossible 
to the feline population, This can be achieved in various 
ways with a minimum of ingenuity. ‘ 


HOSPITAL AFFAIRS ARE PUBLIC BUSINESS 

The discussion which took place during the last 
regular meeting of the Ross Memorial Hospital’s Board 
of Governors regarding the publication of certain data 
connected with the hospital's operations has produced 
widespread reaction. The suggestion that any informa- 
tion relative to hospital matters be withheld from the 
public is not in keeping with a public institution. 

People engaged in public business must expect to 
meet with any requests from the public for information 
concerning the particular project they are managing. 

While no parallel is suggested, Belleville’s deplor- 
able financial reverses are being cited with increasing 
frequency as an example of why the public should keep 
an eye on any venture it is called upon ‘to finance or 
otherwise be responsible for. There are, of course, some 
things connected with any public venture which call 
for discretionary treatment but by and large there 
should be no suggestion of reluctance to divulge opera- 
tional facts. 

An open book on public affairs tends to inspire 
confidence in those connected therewith. 


From Japan: Mr. Buzaermon Shindo, leader of a 
team which studied the possibility of establishing light 
and precision industries in the Prairie Provinces, report- 
ed:Our recommendations are that a prospective inves- 
tor in Japan should go to Canada with all plant equip- 
ment and about 25 per cent of operational funds. The 
labor cost is quite expensive in Canada, Perhaps the 
best method is to manufacture parts in Japan and then 


too expensive.” 

From Britain: The Daily Telegraph, London, report- 
ed that the British Motor Corporation had launched a 
$137 million expansion program at home and added: 
“BMC is also expanding outside Britain. Already this 
year plans have been announced for a new factory in 
Southern Rhodesia, manufacture in Argentina, car as- 
sembly in Holland and investment in Italy and Australia” 
There is no mention of plans for manufacture or assem- 
bly in Canada, where the company does a large business, 
presumably because it is cheaper to import fully made 
cars.—The Globe and Mail. ; 


Ottawa—The Canadian Chamber of Commerce to- 
day, in a 1500 word major policy statement on labour- 
management relations, said employers and employees 
should be left the maximum freedom to work out their 
common problems without Government intervention un- 
less public health or safety are endangered. “If Canada 
is to maintain a high standard of living, employer and 
employee must work together in harmony and mutual 
trust,” if was stated. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker and the Cabinet were 
told by a Canadian Chamber delegation, headed by Presi- 
dent H. Gordon Love of Calgary, that while good indus- 
trial relations cannot be achieved soleiy by legislation, 
nevertheless to the the degree that legislation is needed, 
it must be designed to safeguard “the freedoms of the 
individual and public intrests”. Where legislation confers 


‘rights, it should also establish responsibilities commen- 


surate with those rights, and both labor and manage- 
ment should be equally responsible under the law. 
Main new points in the policy declaration on labour- 
management relations have to do with compulsory arbi- 
tration, responsibility of unions, and picketing. Dealing 
with these issues, the Chamber urged legislation that 
would (a) provide for arbitration of disputes which en- 
danger the health or safety of the public; (b) clearly 
establish that trade unions are civilly responsible be- 
fore the courts for their actions; (c) clearly establish 
conditions under which picketing is lawful or unlawful. 
An expanded section of picketing urged that this 
practice should be prohibited — (1) except al premises 
where a legal strike or a lock-out exists and in such 
cases the picketing is being done by employees of the 
operation where the legal strike or lock-out exists; (2) 
when the object is the establishemt of bargaining rights; 
(3) in the case of a jurisdictional dispute; (4) where the 
employer being picketed is not a party to a labour dis- 
pute. 4 
The annual Chamber submission to the Government also 
reiterated previous policy that all strikes should be 
prohibited during the life of a collective agreement, 
that there be provision for strike settlement votes during 
the course of a strike, and the taking of secret strike bal- 
lots properly supervised by independent parties. Also

Bancroft 
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Jail no cure for drunkeness, 


may legislate 


Toronto, Nov. 26—(UPI) — 
Ontario legislature observers 
believe new sweeping laws may 
be brought in so common 
drunks can be given clinical 
treatment instead of being sent 
to jail. 

It is estimated that such of- 
fenders now form half of the 
jail population. 

Yesterday, Attorney General 
Kelso Roberts met with 20 jur- 
ists, Welfare Researchers and 
alcohol researchers and said it 
was agreed that jail sentences 
are not a cure for drunkenness. 

He said it was believed that 
clinical treatment should start 
at the beginning of the sent- 
ence, a reversal of the present 
system where alcoholics may 
seek rehabilitation clinic treat- 
ment towards the end of their 
sentences.

,Ops Township Council has 
been returned to office by ac- 
clamation. This was decided 
at noon Mon. when only suf- 
ficient nominees qualified for 
office to fill the existing vacan- 
cles. 

The 1960 Council will be: 
Reeve Herman Buckley, Dep- 
uty-reeve Shersby Currins and 
Councillors Thorn, Reeds and 
Nugent. 

It is the first year in the 
council's history that the town- 
ship has had a deputy reeve. 

There was an unusually 
Jarge number of ratepayers 
and other interested people at 
the Town Hall, Lindsay for Ops 
Township nomination meeting 
on Saturday. Nominations 
were: 

For reeve—Wilbert Thorn, 
Herman J. Buckley; 

Deputy Reeve—Shersby Cur- 
rins, Norman Nugent, Council 
— Wilbert Thorn, Stanley 
Reeds, Norman Nugent, Norm- 
man Hardy, John Jordan, Mel- 
ville Smith and John Lynch. 

Mr. Elwood Smith, Clerk, op- 
ened the meeting by asking for 
a chairman to conduct meeting. 
Mr. W. Thorn proposed, sec- 
onded by Mr. S. Currins, that 
Mr. Sherman Moore take the 
chair, which he accepted. Mr. 
Moore said it was a pleasure for 
him to be at the meeting and 
he felt it was an honour that 
he was proposed for Chairman. 
He felt that the meeting did not 
want to hear anything from 
him, so he would call on the 
Reeve to speak first, then the 
present Councillors, followed 
by the new nominees. 

Reeve Herman J. Buckley 
said he was pleased to see so 
many present and it was the 
Jargest turnout he had seen 
for a long while. Last year 
most of the work had been done 
by the Council, so he would let 
them tell their own story. He 
stated that 23 fires had been 
dealt with last year and the fire 
arrangement they had with 
the Town of Lindsay was very 
satisfactory. He had been 
chairman for four years, and 
on the Children’s Aid Board for 
the same number of years. He 
also served on the Lindsay Fair 
Board. He intended to follow 
on the road construction pro- 
gramme next year. They had 
had an unfortunate accident 
with one of the sanders when 
aman lost a leg, so they had 
obtained three new sanders, 
as they thought it unwise to 
continue with a machine which 
was a potential source of dang- 
er. 


He said he had tried to do his 
best and it had been a pleasure 
working with the Council for 
the last four years. 

With regard to the annexa- 
tion of Ops, which had been so 
much in the news, he proposec 
to say nothing at the moment 
but said he was prepared to 
meet the Lindsay Town coun- 
cil at the meeting which has 
been arranged for the 14th of 
January next.

New machinery 
might be needed too, he stat- 
ed. There were now no wooden 
culverts left, they had all been 
revlaced by steel ones. He

felt the amount of 8000 acres 
was rather alot. He had serv-| 
ed for seven years as Council- 
lor and now felt he would like 
to serve as deputy-reeve. 

Mr. Norman Nugent said he 
was pleased to see so many 
people out so they would know 
what the council had been do- 
ing. He had qualified for the 
Town of Lindsay Council as 
well as for Ops Township as he 
felt he could be of service to 
Ops to explain their position 
to Lindsay Council. He stated 
that the Council had been in- 
instrumental in getting lights 
allowed at Reaboro after an ac- 
cident there, also the lights at 
the Intersection of Highway 7 
and 35. They also had obtain- 
ed the services of a building 
inspector for the Township of 
Ops. They had been requested 
to take over the road from Bag- 
shaw Lumber and Highway 7 
to the south. He felt this road 
was congested with too many 
large trucks which created a 
hazard. The River Road had 
been improved with the brush 
cut and St. Patrick corner wid- 
ened which made it better for 
cars to pass each other. As far 
as the annexation was concern- 
ed, he was not strictly opposed 
by any means. If Lindsay 
needed the extra land, he would 
say “yes”, but as things are at 
the moment he felt it would be 
“No.” He hoped that many 
people would attend the meet- 
ing to be-held on January 14th. 
With regard to the card system 
and reassessment, he said he 
knew it would have to come, 
but it came as rather a shock. 
Taxes are going up, he stated, 
and the money must come from 
somewhere. They had suffic- 
ient people now (over 1000) to 
qualify for a Deputy Reeve. He 
said he hated to oppose Mr.

Mr. Melville Smith said he 
came into the meeting this af- 
ternoon to see what was going 
on and did not intend to stand 
for office. He felt, however, 
that Ops was blessed with peo- 
ple of the name of Smith— it 
was a good name—and he hop- 
ed that Ops would be proud of 
it. If elected he would work 
to the best of his ability for the 
Township of Ops. 

Reeve H. Buckley then asked 
the meeting if there were any 
questions. 

Mr. John W. McLean said 
that it was his car that had 
been smashed up in the recent 
accident on River road on ec- 
count of the brush obstruct- 
ing his view of an oncoming 
car. Damage to the extent of 
$400 had been done to his ear 
and both cars had landed in 
the ditch.

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FACTS for FARMERS 


Some news of special interest 
to our farm subscribers 


Outlook For 
Farm Prices 

The latest issue of Ontario 
Farm Business, published by 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture, divulges the follow- 
ing information in its outlook 
for farm products. 

Beef Cattle: Canadian: pros- 
pects are at least as good or 
perhaps better'than in the U.S. 
Beef cattle numbers are al- 
most the same as last year, the 
heavy exports of early 1959 
have fallen off, and Canadian 
prices have advanced $2 to $3 
relative to U.S. prices. Beef 
prices likely to be only slight- 
ly weaker in 1960. 

Hogs: Canadian prices are 
likely to remain at the floor of 
$23.65 until deficiency pay- 
ments are introduced on Jan- 
uary 11. Some dislocation is 
likely at that time; the market 
price would be considerably 
lower for some months after 
January. 

Butter: At end of September 
stocks were up 20 per cent, 
home consumption was down 4 
per cent from 1958 and 8 per 
cent from 1957; Margarine 
consumption was up 5 per cent 
from 1958 and 15 per cent from 
1957. Price support at 64 
cents. 

Cheese: Stocks are down 8 
per cent and the U. K. market 
is strong. Present prospects 
in U. K. and thus in Canada 
are good. 

Skim Milk Powder: Stocks 
are becoming manageable with 
subsidized exports and a slight 
decline in output. Prices are 
likely to be fairly stable, 
though perhaps with spray 
powder weakening.

When 
warts are common in the

Frame can be painted to 
match or, for contrast, in white 
or gold to complement almost 
any colour. Then your pret- 
tiest cards pinned on it, you 
have a decorative and festive 
holiday conversation piece. 

If you have lots of cards and 
lots of room you can expand 
the bulletin board idea into a 
screen. Two or three oblong- 
panels of wall-board nailed to 
hinges or three-quarter round 
(which also serves as legs) and 
suitably painted, make a strik- 
ing decorator screen.

Mazters of special interest 


Shakespeare’s deep understanding of human nature 
included an appreciation of blindness. He puts in the 
mouth of King Lear, “A man may see how this world 
goes with no eyes. Look with thine ears.” 

This is exactly what blind people do. I know of 
one man who once identified the capers of a cat play- 
ing with the window blind by listening. Another iden- 
tified good friends by their footsteps. But hearing goes 
a great deal farther than this. Many a time I’ve walked 
down a strange street with totally blind people who could 
identify trees and buildings and state the distance as 
though they had measured it. “We listen for the echoes,” 
they say, “which bounce off the objects they strike and 
speak to the trained ears in terms of distance and loca- 
tion.” 

These same blind people are quick to add that hear- 
ing does not increase when you lose your sight. _You 
have to train yourself, listen hard, and learn to inter- 
pret the sounds you hear. It is only after adjustment to 
the handicap, much trial and error, and long practice, 
that you reach the point of ‘seeing’ with your ears. 

It does not work on busy streets. Autos, trucks and 
buses with roaring motors soon drown out the echoes 
and sounds that ricochet from buildings and poles, but 
to the seasoned blind person on a quiet avenue, sounds 
have meaning that transfer into a kind of vision and 
permit him to ‘see’ with the ears. In Shakespeare’s day, 
without the noise of traffic and the hum of industry, 
this listening vision was probably more practical than 
it is today.—National News of the Blind.

As the weeks to Christmas shrink into mere days, 
that indefinable something in the air, compounded of 
half-suppressed excitement and quickening expectancy, 
makes itself increasingly felt. 

Gradually, but inexorably, the season exercises its 
magic spell over us.

Edible Novelty 

If there’s a person on your 
gift list who lives alone, there’s 
one sure way to brighten up! 
his ‘life for Christmas... . -| 
give him an edible gift. | 

Home cooking is always ap-| 
preciated and especially by the| 
bachelor. . . the carreer girl . .| 
or the widow who doesn’t want 
to bother puttering for just 
herself. 

One goodie that can be al 
token gift in itself . . . or used| 
as a decoration on another 
gift package is the Christmas 
tree snowball. 

The edible novelty is made 
with nine cups of puffed rice 
_. . 32 large marshmallows . . 
two tablespoons of butter or 
margarine . . . one-fourth of a 
cup of light corn syrup and one 
teaspoon of vanilla. 

Heat the puffed rice in a 
shallow pan in a moderate, 350 
degree oven for 10 minutes. 
Then pour into a large, greas- 
ed bowl. 

Place the 32 marshmallows, 
the butter and the corn syrup 
in the top of a double boiler . . 
put water in the lower part .. - 
and melt over a low heat. Stir 
until smooth, then blend in the 
one teaspoon of vanilla flavor- 
ing. Pour the marshmallow 
mixture over the heated puf- 
fed rice, stirring to coat all 
kernels evenly. 

Grease your hands well and 
form puffed rice into balls. 
Then roll them in flaked or 
shredded cocnut. Decorate with 
a few red cinnamon candies 
and wrap each snowball in sar- 
an.

er “pretend to play God by| 
telling patients when they are} 
going to die.” 

He said there were cases) 
where patients had been told| 
that and had ended up attend-| 
ing the doctor’s funeral. 

However, he said in the case 
of Roman Catholics, Parish| 
Priests could be warned and 
in many cases, members of the| 
family. 

Psychiatrist Dr. Irvine Shif- 
fer said there was need for 
emotional surgery prior to ser- 
ious operations and said doct- 
ors should overcome a pussy-| 
foot attitude in such cases. 

The psychiatrist said he oft- 
en had to treat patients long 
after surgery for which they 
had not been prepared emo- 
tionally.

RULES FOR SAFE WALKING AND DRIVING 
DURING THE CHRISTMAS HOLIDAYS 
Here are some tips for safe walking and driving 
that should be brought to the attention of every citizen 
in your community. These rules should be remembered 
and practiced by everyone interested in protecting him- 
self and others from death or injury during the hazar- 
dous holiday season. 
DRIVERS: 
—Come to a complete stop at stop signs 
—Don't drive or walk in traffic after drinking. 
—Follow other vehicles at a safe distance. 
—Stay alert; don’t daydream about holiday doings. 
—Slow down in bad weather; adjust to conditions. 
—Dim lights on highways even when oncoming driver 
doesn't. Look at the right shoulder to keep control. 
—Yield right-of-way to pedestrians in crosswalks. 
Don’t pass a car stopped to let a walker cross. 
—Stay on own side of road at intersections, grade 
crossings, no-passing zones, on hills and curves. 
WALKERS 
—Obey traffic signals and signs. 
—Cross at intersections ONLY. 
—Look left and right for traffic while crossing. 
—Watch for turning cars before stepping off curb. 
—Never walk into street from behind parked cars. 
—If you must walk on road, walk on left facing cars. 
—Wait on sidewalk, not in street, for green light or 
“walk” or gap in traffic where there’s no light. 
——At night wear or carry something white or reflec- 
torized to help driver see you. 
—While crossing streets don’t obscure your view with 
packages, an umbrella or hat.

U.S. RETAINS NUCLEAR LEAD 

The U.S. has told a stormy meeting of the NATO 
council of ministers that it still has a nuclear lead over 
the Soviet Union 

The claim to American nuclear superiority was made 
by U.S. Defense Secretary Thomas Gates, He said the 
U.S. is “confident of its nuclear superiority.” The U.S, 
nuclear lead was described as being “both with respect 
to nuclear weapons and to the means of their delivery.” 

Fireworks at the session developed when France 
protested what it described as a U.S. “indiscretion” in 
leaking charges that France is not living up to its NATO 
obligations. The French defense minister said his goy- 
ernment was seriously concerned that the charges had 
been leaked to the press, These charges were made by 
General Nathan Twining , . . chairman of the U.S. joint 
chiefs of staff. 

The French protest was immediately answered by 
Gates. He defended Twining and said that although he 
regretted the publicity given the charges . . . facts are 
facts and cannot be ignored. Said Gates, “It is within 
the competence rights and responsibility of generals to 
comment on military consequences of political decisions.” 

NATO secretary Paul-Henri Spaak condemned the 
leakage and then ruled the incident closed. 
PRESIDENT RELAXING

Editorial 


PRESS FREEDOM ENTAILS RESPONSIBILITY 

Volumes are currently being written on the subject 
of press freedom. Much of this writing amounts to little 
more than a play upon words. : 

Essentially, freedom of the press entails and im- 
poses responsibility on the part of those who constitute 
the press . . . If there are suggestions that freedom of 
the press should be inhibited, the press should subject 

itself to serious self-examination in the hope of elimin- 
ating those things which prompted the suggestions. 

Even those with half an eve could see that the press 
(and we include radio and television news media) was 
tending to drift from its intended mission, that of 
presenting the facts of news developments to the public. 
Personal opinions, distortion of facts, bizarre, damaging 
and slanted reporting do not come under this heading. 
But they have been indulged and too extensively. The 
end product of this sort of thing is the cause of the 
current threats to press freedom. 

The truth shall make and keep us free was never 
more applicable to anything than it to the world’s press. 
No one can take issue with an honest, unbiased report of 
the facts, coupled with the use of discretion in any 
given situation. It is the responsibility of a free press 
to ensure its continuing freedom by dealing with the 
facts as they are unfolded on any issue. If the press 
does this, it should rightly expect to remain free and 
fight to the end anything which may threaten that 
status. 


ALL OR NOTHING? 

The decision of the Night Raiders’ hockey team 
management to pull the team out of play because Sun- 
day afternoon hockey is looked upon with disfavor by 
Arena administration has caused many people concern. 

In the light of comments following the decision, 
two things emerge: (1) There is a considerable segment 
of the townspeople in favor of permitting hockey on 
Sunday (without admission charge), and (2) a strong 
feeling exists that the team’s management should not 
adopt an “all or nothing” attitude and deprive hockey 
fans of their sport on one point of disagreement. 

The proponents of Sunday afternoon hockey endorse 
the idea for reasons other than just a desire to see 
hockey played on the Sabbath. Among other things, these 
persons hold that there is something to be said in favor 
of having people, especially young people, attend a hoc- 
key game on Sunday afternoon as opposed to loitering 
around restaurants, prowling the streets or sitting in 
cars doing nothing in particular. They also point to 
such pastimes as skiing and tobogganing in winter, 
boating, golfing, and so forth in summer and ask if these 
things are permissible, why not hockey? 

However, throughout the whole discussion, one point 
seems to be overlooked: Is Sunday hockey (paid admis- 
sion or otherwise) lawful here? This it would seem, ought 
to be determined before any decision should or can be 
reached. 

There is another point which seems to have been 
overlooked but which should be examined. We refer to 
the fact that Sunday hockey at the Arena was not offi- 
cially protested until after the election. Is there any 
significance to this? Would it not have been better to 
have ‘lowered the boom’ at the outset rather than per- 
mit a situation to develop and then act? Can anyone 
deny that there was plenty of advance notice to the 
effect a Sunday hockey game was going to be played? 

In the meantime, while a public furore may be 
temporarily stirred by withdrawing the hockey team, 
possibly in the hope of forcing a showdown, a more 
general and lasting public sympathy would be engend- 
ered by continuing to ee the team active while the 
issue is being dealt with . . . It would be a mark of 
good sportsmanship.

Claims animal 
charged him, 
calf nearby 


“His head was bobbing from 
side to side as he pounded 
towards me and I took cover 
behnd a tree, aimed, fired and 
the moose dropped dead some 
20 feet from me. The animal 
was shot in self defence”, a 
Harcourt man-Grenville Mar- 
tin—testified in Lindsay Mag: 
istrate’s Court Wednesday. 

Mr. Martin .was .facing 
charges of shooting a bull 
moose in the closed season 
and carrying a firearm other 
than a .22 calibre rifle. The 
accused plead not guilty to 
the first charge and guilty to 


Wildlife Officer David Mather 
told the court the incident oc- 
curred on Nov. 10th in Har- 
court Township, Haliburton 
County. 

The officer testified that the 
accused informed the depart- 
ment’s office at Gooderham on 
the 11th of Nov. that he had 
shot the animal. 

The officer said he learned 
from the accused that a calf 
moose came towards him 
while he was timber cruising 
near the Martin Lumber camp. 
“After trying to scare the ani- 
mal away a bull appeared on 
the scene and made towards 
Martin,,” the officer told the 
court. 

The department’s witness 
also said he had not seen the 
incident take place .. . all he 
had to go on was the story 
Martin told him. 

In cross - examination, the 
officer said he considered it 
quite possible for a moose to 
chase people but he said it 
was not unusual for this be- 
haviour from a moose at this 
time of the year. 

The officer agreed with De- 
fence Counsel M. E. (Bill) Rich 
ardson that Martin had assist- 
ed the department in every 
way possible in getting the ani- 
mal from the bush. 

Giving evidence, the accused 
said after trying to scare the 
calf away, a bull moose ap- 
peared on the scene. Mr. Mar- 
tin recalled that he started to 
run away but the animal gave 
chase. Mr. Martin told the 
court the meat from the ani- 
mal had been: given to the 
Salvation Army. 

In dismissing the first charge 
Magistrate Moore said he quite 
believed the accused’s story, 
On the second a fine of $15 
plus costs of $5.50 was im- 
posed. 

Magistrate Moore said he be- 
lieved the accused was not 
aware that the permit he was 
carrying did not entitle him 
to carry anything other than 
a .22 rifle. 

The officer intimated he 
would be discussing the mat- 
ter with the department re- 
garding the lodging of an ap- 
peal. It is understood the of- 
ficer was referring to the fine 
imposed by the magistrate.

Dr. Jackson was commenting 
on the fact that only 15 per 
cent of university-calibre teen- 
agers graduate from high 
school. A 10-year study is be- 
ing made to explain why the 
bright youngsters don’t go on 
to higher education. 
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BULL MOOSE SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE, HARCOURT MAN TELLS COURT 


Members of the Lindsay Art 
Guild had their wishes fulfilled 
at the second meeting of the 
season, when, by popular re- 
quest, they heard a lecture on 
traditional architecture. The 
speaker was Professor T. H.| 
Acland, who spoke on “The 
Cathedral and the Town.” 

Professor Acland is a gradu 
ate of Syracuse and Harvard 
Universities, and has taught 
architecture at London, Eng- 
land, and the Universities of 
Utah and British Columbia. At 
present he is associate profes- 
sor in the School of Architec- 
ture, University of Toronto, 
Lately returned from a tour of 
Europe, he made a study of 
architectural masterpieces, 
particularly the vaults and 
ceilings of Cathedrals, thin 
webs of stone suspended as 
high as 120 feet above the 
floor. The audience was for- 
tunate in that they could view 
these heights without the ac- 
companying stiff neck which 
was the lot of the artist-pho- 
tographer whose slides were 
shown. 


The problems of the medie- 
val builders were the same as 
today, the speaker declared. 
Then, the Master Mason was 
the architect, whose job differ- 
ed from today’s architects only 
in that he was not in’ charge 
of finances. Early accounts tell 
of his troubles with the com- 
mittee, a timeless problem. 


Basically, the speaker said, 
there are only two types of 
building: (a) mass architecture 
- - heavy wall-bearing con- 
struction whether of brick, 
stone, mud or ice, with massive 
walls that have holes punched 
in for windows, and (b) frame 
or cage construction - - a frame 
of steel or aluminum, or wood- 
en beams. Most modern build- 
ings are frame construction, 
with walls hung on, of mater- 
ials not made to support 
weight. The last 15 years, the 
professor stated, have shown 
an attempt to get back to the 
root design, playing with the 
theme that generations of ar- 


“The Cathedral and the Town” 


he noted, there has been a 
striving for beauty. The early 
Gothic style was an expression 
of a religious ideal, and the 
search for verticality which 
followed produced the lofty 
piers rising from floor to great 
branching heights, fanning out} 
to outline the barrel arches. 

Mr. Acland, who is writing a 
book about these vaulted arch- 
es, was able to trace the trans- 
ition through the centuries. 
First he showed the massive 
ribs that helped support the 
thrust; through ‘the stages 
when the ribs became rythmic 
ornamentation, and on to some 
ceilings where the pattern be- 
came so involved it almost 
seemed writhing in turmoil. 
Later, the ribs were left off, 
and the spaces between be- 
came important shapes, play- 
ed on by light and shadow. 
Modern architects like Frank 
Lloyd Wright, have used this 
device with great effect and 
examples were shown of pres- 
ent day American buildings, 
as well as early Norman Cath- 
edrals, with similar use of 
shapes in the tunnel arches. 

Professor Acland praised the 
work of modern German Arch- 
itects who have restored bomb- 
ed cities. The essential spirit 
of the former houses has been 
kept, in the roof lines and bas- 
ic forms, but they have been 
simplified, and modern mater- 
ials used, with no artificial 
copying of vanished quaint- 
ness. 

After the lecture a lively 
question period brought dis- 
cussion of everything from To- 
ronto’s City Hall, to the direc- 
tion in which domestic archi- 
tecture is pointing, today. It 
will, the professor stated, be 
more playful, ,more fun, “‘striv- 
ing for new statements of out- 
worn themes.” He also express- 
ed the opinion that there will 
be more mass, and less cage, 
construction.

The Proper Way To Lift. 
The Ontario Department of 
Agriculture has some timely 


the best way to lift those big 
feed bags. 

Maybe you’re a better man 
than any in the country when 
it comes to lifting and heaving 
feed and fertilizer bags. But 
don’t let your son start out try- 
ing to imitate you. A poor job 
of lifting could cripple him 
for life. 

Hal Wright, Safety Expert 
with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, says “take time 
out to teach your son the six 
steps of safe lifting. They’re all 
based on the idea that the 
strongest muscles are in the 
legs, thighs, arms and should- 
ers—not in the back.” 

Here is Wright’s system. 
First—make sure you have a 
solid footing. Back strains and 
a wrenched back result from 
losing your balance and throw- 
ing too much weight on the 
back muscles. 

Next, squat down close to the 
object. The idea is to bend 
your legs and keep your back

There’s Danger Sometimes 
In Eating Raw Hamburgers 

In a recent column I tried! 
to reassure lady who was con-| 
cerned about her husband’s and 
son's love of raw hamburgers. 
I told her about the only draw- 
back to eating them uncook-| 
|ed was the possibility of get-| 
ting beef tapeworms. 

Now comes a kindly letter 
from an officer in the United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture who writes in part: 

“As you know the dangerous| 
condition trichinosis can be| 
brought on by eating raw pork| 
containing the live trichina| 
parasite. Now, if one could be| 
100 per cent certain that raw 
meat was actually all beef, we 
would surely agree with you 
that there would be little dan- 
ger other than the possibility 
of tapeworm (and this danger] 
is insignificant in government 
inspected meat.) 

“However a great amount of 
hamburger meat in this coun-| 
try is purchased from retail)

Ask council 
clean it up 


Long, drawn-out 
investigation 
reaches climax 


Lindsay’s Board of Health is 
going to act to remedy a river 
The 
action has been decided upon 
following a period of investiga- 
tion, and deliberations extend- 
ing over a 17-month period. 

In May of 1958, in a series 
of articles, “The Post” brought 
this situation to light. At a 
meeting of the Board of Health 
on May 15th, 1958, Chairman 
Stephens said, “After hearing 
a report that the Scugog River 
was all fouled up, I took a walk 
along the river bank from 
Wellington Street to the Lind- 
say Street bridge and I could 
see nothing at all there... It 
certainly looked fairly clean to 
me. The Knitters Ltd. plant 
on Logie St., is where a lot of 
stuff comes from, but we can’t 
stop them dumping rubbish in- 
to the river. When I walked 
along the bank I could see no- 
thing at all,” the chairman is 
quoted as saying. 

In a front page story on 
May 16th last year, “The Post” 
reiterated that raw sewage was 
flowing into the river from a 
sewer situated under the Lind- 
say Street bridge. 

(Ed. Note: As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Stephen’s failure to observe 


polution problem here. 


surface scum was later ac- 
counted for by reason of the 
fact that the surface forma- 
tion had a tendency to shift 
with wind and current influ- 
ences. Therefore, while, as 
Mr. Stephens noted, it was pos- 
sible to view the river when it 
appeared perfectly free of sur- 
face debris, this was attributed 
to the factors aforementioned. 
He stated the case as he saw it 
on that particular occasion 
which just happened to be one 
of those times when the sur- 
face formation had shifted into 
the relative obscurity of the 
backwater east of the Lind- 
say St. North bridge.) 

At Thursday night’s meet- 
ing of the Lindsay Board of 
Health, Chairman Marshall 
Stephens told members, he was 
satisfied sewage is entering 
the river near the Lindsay St. 
north bridge. “I think it is 
time the board acted,” com- 
mented the chairman. 

Mr. Stephens suggested a 
letter be sent to Town Council 
asking them to budget for this 
work, enabling it to be started 
on early next spring.

Poinsettias by the hundreds 
... Yes, hundreds upon hund- 
reds of those beautiful flowers 
which have become synonym- 
ous with the Christmas season 
are blooming in Hick’s Flower- 
land these days. Those who 
visited the florist during the 
40th anniversary and open 
house celebrations last week- 
end had an_ opportunity 
of viewing some of these ex- 
cellent specimens. During a 
brief call at Flowerland on 
Thursday, Mr. Hick noted that 
the poinsettia is an interest- 
ing plant in many ways apart 
from its exquisite foliage, 
flowers and fruit. Breaking 
off a leaf from one of the 
plants, he demonstrated that 
the ‘lifeblood’ of the plant is 
a white, tacky substance not 
unlike white glue.

That’s the nice part of hav- 
ing a dictionary around, you 
can spend hours trying to find 
the meaning of a word and end 
up almost as much in the dark 
as when you started out. Just 
by way of example, take the 
word ‘involucral’ . ... Take it, 
memorize it or write it down, 
then open up the dictionary 
and look for its meaning. You'll 
be surprised how complicated 
a simple chore like that can 
get. Right off the’ bat you hit 
asnag.... Running the fore- 
finger down the ‘invol’ column 
of the dictionary, you soon hit 
on the word ‘involucral’ and 
there’s its meaning right along- 
side. It’s just as simple as 
that. The word means “per- 
taining to or resembling an in- 
volucre’. Now what could be 
easier than that unless you had 
never studied botany and 
didn’t happen to know what 
the word ‘involucre’ meant. 
But even if you hadn’‘t taken an 
interest in botany in school, 
you still weren’t beat. 

Oh no, that’s the beauty of 
a dictionary ... You can always 
look up two words to get the 
meaning of one. In this case 
all you have to do is carry on 
down the page with forefinger 
scanning the words in the) 
‘inyol’ group until you come to) 
the word ‘involucre’ and, while 
the definition of this word! 
does admittedly give you a 
clue as to what it’s all about, 
beware of pitfalls. In the def- 
inition of ‘involucre’, the dic- 
tionary says it resembles an 
ordinary ‘calyx’ and, if you 
don’t know what a ‘calyx’ is 
offhand, chances are you will} 
go for the answer to this $64, 
word. But don’t . . . You’re 
going to be at the game all day 
if you do because when you get 
to‘calyx’, chances are you'll 
want to go on to ‘perianth’ and 
so forth until you decide it 
would be much simpler just 
to take a look at a Poinsettia 
and figure the thing out for 
yourself.

‘This is the time of the “tur- 
key shoot.” From now until 
Christmas in the rural areas of 
southern Ontario, hundreds of 
Ontario Marksmen— and wo- 
men—will turn out to fire at 
targets or buy raffle tickets 
in an effort to obtain a Christ- 
mas bird. The shoots are en- 
couraged by Dept. of Lands 
and Forests, inasmuch as they 
help reduce the pressure on 
the hunting of wild birds. 


Many of the shoots are spon- 
sored by fish and game pro- 
tective associations and  ser- 
vice clubs as a means of mak- 
ing money for their particular 
projects, most of them charit- 
able. Given the proper organi- 
zation and reasonable weather 
there’s money in the turkey 
shoot. 


One of the most attractive 
features: No matter how good 
a shot you may, or how good 
your equipment, it doesn’t 
necessarily follow that you'll 
win a turkey by shooting for 
it. The man or woman, who 
never fired a shotgun in his 
or her life has just as goud 
a chance as the most expert. 


Let’s visit a typical southern 
Ontario shoot. This one took 
place on the farm of W. G. 
Newman, about 23 miles east 
of Toronto. It was sponsored 
by the Rouge Hills-Pickeving 
Lions Club and operated by 
the Pickering Rod and Gun 
Club. Shooting began at 12:30 
p.m. and continued until dark. 


Two targets were set up mm 
metal holders with the holders 
numbered, about 75 feet from 


the firing line. Safety precau- © 


tions suggested by Lands and 
Forests in hunter safety cours- 
es were followed closely. 
There were no loaded guns} 
except those actually being 
fired—and pointed at the tar- 
get. In a nearby shed was a 
long row of plucked but un- 
dressed turkeys. Elsewhere, 
women of the club were busy 
serving coffee and refresh- 
ments. 


Admittedly there’s a gimmick 

which prevents anyone from} 
taking undue advantage of his; 
or her skill with a shotgun. 
The operators of the shoot) 
provide the shells. That’s the 
secret. The shells are loaded; 
with No. 742 shot—about 150 
very light pellets per load. 
That means that they scatter 
and in many case fail to “car- 
ry” to the target. The marks- 
men advance to the firing line 
and are given one shell which, 
in most cases, is actually in- 
serted in the breech for them. 
There’s a leaning rail to give 
added stability, but it really | 
doesn't mean much. The shot | 
is fired. A whistle is blown at 
the firing line, guns are check- 
ed to see that they are ua- 
loaded and two “butt” men; 
who have been hidden behind 
the stone foundation of a barn 
then pick up the targets, each 
of which has been numbered 
to correspond with the name | 
of the marksmen. The pellet 
holes are counted and the 
winner is the marksmen who 
has most pellet holes in the 
cardboard target. Seventeen 
or eighteen (out of the 150! 
pellets wer shell) strike the 
target—if you’re lucky. 


Angels 

Christmas decorations that 
cost a lot to buy can be made 
very inexpensively at home 
from Styrospan, the plastic 
foam material available in a 
variety of shapes and sizes. An 
example is stylized angels made 
from triangles and balls of 
Styrospan, Other materials 
needed are: toothpicks to join 
head to body, gold spray paint, 
angel hair, sequins for eyes| 
and mouth and gold metallic 
mesh for wings attached with 
pins. Two or three of these an- 
gels make a striking table or 


mantle decoration.

SOMETHING DIFFERENT IN MENUS 


Judging by a copy of the Christmas Day menu of ~ 


the Ross Memorial Hospital, the patients and those 
who will be dining with them will have a choice 
of some very appetizing meals. However, it wasn’t the 
food listed on the menu which impressed us most when 
the specimen copy came our way... It was the at- 
tractiveness of the menu's design. 

At first glance one got the impression that here 
was a very appealing example of colour printing, 
but closer examination revealed this was incorrect... 
The menu's design had been hand-coloured in crayon. 
The design incorporates six crayon-coloured pictures, 
two of Santa Claus filling the Christmas stockings hung 
over the fireplace, two showing him offering a choice 
tidbit of his reindeer and two of the Virgin Mary and 
the Christ child. 

It's amazing what beautiful things can be achieved 
with a few basic materials and a little ingenuity, isn’t 
it? Those responsible for the hospital's Christmas 
menus deserve a special compliment of the season. 


MR. JOHNSON AND THE ARENA 

When Mr. Harry Johnson took over the manage- 
ment of the Lindsay arena, he walked inte a spot of 
trouble, trouble which was not of his making but which 
appears to have been the cumulative result of improper 
Management. It is unfair, therefore, to connect him 
with all the ills associated with the arena. Instead, he 
should only be identified with the affairs of the arena as 
from the time he took over as manager. 

One of the great weaknesses in connection with 
the operating of the arena (a publicly-owned venture) 
has been to look around for a scapegoat whenever 
something went wrong. The trouble itself always 
seems to become a secondary matter while the search 
for someone on whom to pin the blame assumes pri- 
mary importance, 

Throughout the history of the arena there have 
been glaring examples of neglect in connection with 
the building itself. Some of these examples still exist, 
as take the case of the wall at the north end of the 
building, It has been extensively battered by cars park- 
ing alongside. 

Until attention is focussed on the predisposing 
causes of the problems arising from time to time at 
the arena, they will not only continue to occur but their 
frequency will probably accelerate. 

Anyone can ‘pass the buck’ or select a scapegoat. 
It is more intelligent to get at the source of the trouble 
and correct it. 

In the meantime, Mr. Johnson is the manager of 
the arena and he should be given every co-operation 
in carrying out his duties. 

He is directly responsible to the town’s recreation 
committee and it is its duty to set policy and see it is 
carried out. a 


POOR CHARLIE IS NO LONGER 
THE LIFE OF THE PARTY 

Poor Charlie won’t be the life of the party this 
Christmas nor any other Christmas to come. As a matter 
of fact it is three Christmases past since he was and it 
was his last appearance in that role... He was killed 
in a car accident following his last lively outing. 

Many people are now familiar with the late Charlie, 
one-time life of the party, thanks to the efforts of the 
Ontario Dept. of Transport which has gone to great 
lengths to publicize the tragic circumstances surround- 
ing his death in the hope that others might be spared 
a similar fate. 

The department, in an outstanding advertisement, 
shows Charlie sprawled full-length on the highway a 
short distance from a wrecked car. He is quite dead and 
a blanket covers most of his body. The dramatic ad in- 
vites readers to “Meet Charlie, life of the party” and 
this is what it says about him: 

“Quite a guy, Charlie. Tall, handsome, everybody 
liked him—and Charlie was the life of the party when- 
ever their crowd got together. Take Christmas. They 
were all there. It had been quite an evening. The party 
finally broke up around two-thirty, ‘See you at our 
place tomorrow,” called Charlie. But tomorrow never 
came for Charlie. He had made the mistake of having 
one more for the road. Oh, sure, he felt O.K. But he 
wasn't Alcohol had dulled his reflexes and changed his 
attitude toward driving. At any other time Charlie could 
have avoided the accident. But this time he didn’t move 
fast enough. What Charlie didn’t realize was that a few 
ounces of alcohol had slowed his reflexes, impaired his 
ability and changed his driving attitude. Your Ontario 
Department of Transport asks you not to take that 
chance. If you intend drinking, don’t drive. You'll have 
an easy conscience and a lot more fun.”

the federal statute books, cognizance should be taken 
of the fact that developments of the past two decades 
have made for serious inequities under conditions as 
they now exist. 

In this connection there js unusual significance in the 
terms of an article prepared for the Canadian Tax Journ- 
nal, magazine of the Canadian Tax Foundation, and ap- 
pearing in the current edition of that publication, by 
Kenneth Eaton, former assistant deputy Finance Minis- 
ter at Ottawa and now in private business as a tax 
consultant. The article in question deals specifically 
with that clause in the Income Tax Act which provides 
that captital expenses cannot be deducted in computing 
the taxable income of a business. 

The idea of using profits as a tax base without 


recognizing capital costs is, this authority says, com- , 


pletely and utterly incongruous. He proposes that the law 
should be rewritten so as to recognize the general prin- 
ciple—with some exceptions—‘that all expenditures in 
business, hoth current and capital, are incurred for the 
purpose of producing profits and should be allowed as 
a deduction in compuling profits.” —The Financial Times

Plenty at Christmas time!

This period just before 
Christmas are busy times all 
over. 


But the next few ays will be 
almost pandemonium in the 
post offices of certain small 
towns whose names have a 
Yuletide holiday sound. 
Towns like Bethlehem, 
Christmas, Santa Claus, Noel 
and North Pole. 

*Take Bethlehem, Connecti- 
cut. Normally, it is a quiet lit- 
tle town in the foothills of the] 
Berkshire Mountains. But at 
this time of the year the flow 
of mail at the post office nears 
the 250-thousand mark. Let- 
ters are pouring in to be mailed 
out with the cancellation mark 
of “Bethlehem.” 

Earl Johnson, the postmast- 
er in Bethlehem, says 11 vart- 
time clerks have been hired to 
handle the rush. His normal 
volume is only a couple of hun- 
dred letters aday. The same 
holds true for Bethlehem, Ind- 
jana; where extra help will be 
needed to take care of the det- 
uge of letters. i 
The town of Noel, Virginia, 
population 200—is- so small 
that the post’ office is in the 
front room of Mrs. Percie An- 
derson’s home. Year after 
year—even as early as August) 
—Mrs. Anderson receives let- 
ters, whose writers want the 
envelopes stamped with the 
Christmasey name of “Noel”. 
She expects to handle about 
25-thousand extra cards and 
letters this month. 

Things are rather slow in 
the post office at North Po:e, 
New York, until this time of 
the year. But the mail is siling 
up now and the North Pole 
expects to re-handle 125-thou- 
sand cancellations _ before} 
Christmas. The office stamps 
all mail with a sleigh-riding 
Santa. 

One of the busiest Christ- 
masey postoffices in the coun- 
try is in the deep south .. . at 
‘Christmas, Florida. 

Postmistress Juanita Tuck- 
er, who has been on the job 
for 27 years, says this year’s 
holiday mail deluge probably 
will hit more than 300-thous- 
and pieces . . . a record year. 
She has six townspeople to; 
help out when the mail crush 
gets too heavy.

“Hello, kids!” he said, and laughed. A big hearty laugh 
that filled the, whole street, 

“Vous etes un Americain?” asked Victor, timidly. 

“Sure!” said Bruce Sickles, “un grand Americain and 
a darn grand cook!” And he laughed again. 

“Cook?” said Jeanne, in her charming Lorraine accent. 
“What is cook? Un Officier, perhaps?” ‘ 

“Huh? But yes! Better than an officer. A chef, Chef de 
cuisine! I’m the man that cooks the grub for the whole 


battery. Soup and coffee and beans and pump-dee-terry 
and sometimes a foulet for the captain! Why, little girl, 
what is the matter?” 

For the mention of all that food can make even a brave 
little French girl ery—even one whose papa is fighting for 
la France—if she has had nothing to eat for days but hard 
black bread and watery tea and a little weak red wine. 
And Jeanne was biting her lip hard to keep back the sobs. 

In ten seconds Bruce Sickles was seated on the nearest 
doorstep with Jeanne on his knee and he was wiping away 
the tears with a blue handkerchief as big as an altar 
cloth. And in ten seconds more Victor was sitting on the 
doorstep beside him, doing the explaining as became the 
head of the family; and perhaps because he was old for 
his years—what boy was not in France in 1917? He told 
what there was to tell in straightforward, matter-of-fact, 
man-to-man fashion. 

He told of maman, who had been ill of a malady in the 
chest for many weeks; of the papa who was far away in 
Picardy; of the great shell that had killed their only cow. 
OF the black bread that grew blacker and harder as the 
weeks went on. A doctor? No, of a certainty, there was 
none in the village. All were needed at the front. No, mon- 
sicur, maman had had no doctor. If it weren't for poor 
maman,,and for the fact that'little Jeanne would have no 
Christmas—the rest one could endure for one’s /a belle 
France. Why not? C'est le guerre! 

And then suddenly the tall 4imericain had squeezed their 
hands and left them and was hurry down the crooked 
little street. And then he was back again. With an Ameri- 
can officter—a military doctor with gray chin-whiskers 
and bright boots, to whom he was amazingly respectful 
and said, “Yes, Major” and “Here are the children, sir.” 
And in a little while Major Chin-whiskers was at maman’s 
bedside, holding maman’s wrist very solemnly while the 
tall Americain, the Monsieur Bruce Sickles, was giving 
them American chewing gum and telling them of his little 
sister in a faraway place called Akron, 

Victor and Jeanne went to sleep late that night. Maman 
had been given medicine from a bottle brought by the 
American doctor. There had been white bread and jam 
and a strong chicken broth for supper, Bruce Sickles had 
brought them in under his overcoat, “From the officers’ 
mess,” he said. And now the moon was shining cold and 
white over the roofs of Blenod and it seemed that eyen the 
thunder to the east was nearly stilled. 

Does. Bruce Sickles remember Christmas Eve in Lorraine 
in 1917? With the distant murmur of music in the auberge 
and the muffled stamping nearer in the stables where the 
stout artillery horses nickered and champed the hay in the 
mangers? To Victor that soft champing remains as a liy- 
ing memory, for it made him think of a story of another 
manger in a long ago time far away, 

Victor noticed, too, the flickering lights in the market 
house where the Buckeye Battery was billeted. Did they 
never sleep, these tall Americains? And where was that 
fat cannoneer going with Monsieur the Inn-Keeper's best 
and biggest red tablecloth? 

And then, strangely, it was morning again. 

Victor remembers hearing Jeanne call out from the little 
living room before he was half out of bed. And then of 
going in and of seeing maman sitting up in a chair, warm 
and comfortable and smiling. The rest is still like a dream 
of heaven—as it was then to a boy who had known only 
cold and shells and the sound of marching feet for three 
long years. 


In the center of the clean-swept room towered a great 


tree. One of the republic’s own fir trees, no doubt, mys- 
teriously appearing “here in this little house as if there 
ere no stern forest guards to protect the nation’s wood 
reserves and keep pilfering hands away. Its high top 
touched the low ceiling and bent back again. From its 
branches—carefully tied on with bits of twine—were a 
dozen candles, Strange they looked, all lit at once! Each 
white candle bore a stencil mark in purple ink: “U. S. 
Commissary Dept.” And their light made doubly wonder- 
ful the strange fruit that covered the tree—little dolls and 
mannikins and soldiers, cleverly clipped from cardboard; 
bars of real chocolate; queer little packages labelled 
“chewing gum”. Beneath the tree stood a doll’s house, its 
roof shingled over with the bright covers of cigarette 


packages. A miniature warship, carved from a single _ 


piece of wood with a trench-knife, was steaming through 
a snowy sea of white cotton. And next to it, miraculously 
contrived of cigar-box wood and tin cans, stood a toy gun- 
carriage, caisson and all, bearing the proud sign’ “Buck- 
eye Battery”. 

And then the room was filled with great, laughing 
soldiers in olive drab, and a big man with a round face 
that looked strangely like Bruce Sickles’ came in all 
dressed in a‘suit of red with a scarlet cap and a cot- 
tony beard and brown leather American boots—not so 
astonishing. after all, for the soldiers said he was an 
American. Santa Claus. And he laughed and fetched 
wonderful things from a great pack—tall cans of soup 
and beans, bottles of medicine for maman, biscuits, and 
cake and tinned fish and a dressed fowl! 

Can Bruce Sickles remember how Victor's eyes bulged 
when he was given a whole big drumstick to eat? Does he

remember the warm red fire in the stove, and the games, 
and how the red-haired soldier made little Jeanne laugh 
when he imitated a cat-and-dog fight and then played on 
a mouth harp? Does he recall the songs, and how he 
taught a little French. bov to sing “K-K-K-Katy” while 
the war seemed far away? 

I wonder if he remembers seeing a bov and a girl the 
next morning, standing near the market house when the 
horses were led to their places at the guns and the Buck- 
eye Battery jingled away through the snow toward the 


east where the thunder was loud again, Does he recall, _ 


perhaps, waving from the back of the escort wagon? 
‘And of hearing two voices cry, “Bon voyage!” above the 
noise of command and the horses’ feet? 

Does he remember? I, Victor, think he does.

Convicted of ‘keeping for sale’, Kirkfield man fined $600 here 


Office Likely In 1960 - Hodgson 


Just matter of location,

One of the stiffest fines met- 
ed out this year, was imposed 
upon George Teel of Kirkfield. 
in Lindsay Magistrate’s Court 
Monday, 
Finding Teel guilty of Keep- 
ing liquor for sale. Magistrate 
R. I. Moore imposed a fine of 
$600 plus costs. The original 
charge of selling liquor was 
amended on the request of 
Crown attorney L. W. Jordan. 
Teel entered a plea of not 
guilty. 
The first witness Nelson 
Barr, earlier in the court pro- 
ceedings had plead guilty to 
a charge of having liquor in. 
his possession which was not 
purchased with his own permit. 
Barr told the court he went to 
the Teel farm Sunday, Novem- 
ber 22nd and purchased two 
bottles of wine for $4. The 
witness told the court he hid 
the bottles between the rad- 
iator and the grill. Asked why 
he chose such a strange hid- 
ing place, the accused replied 
that the liquor would have 
been missing if he left the ve- 
hicle. Barr told the court Teel 
informed him that the police 
were watching his premises. 
OPP Gord Gray testified that 
he and Constable Des Laurier 
were in Constable Laurier’s 
private car, parked approxim- 
ately half-a-mile west of the 
Teel residence on November 
22nd. The officer’ said he was 
using binoculars to keep the 
Teel residence under observa 
tion. “Three vehicles entered 
the farmyard within 30 min- 
utes,” testified the Constable. 


The witness went on to dis- 
close that OPP Constable Jas. 
Plumtree, parked in the’ police 
cruiser nearby, stopped one of 
the vehicles but failed to find 
any liquor in the vehicle. “The 
Barr vehicle was stopped a 
short time later and two hot- 
tles of wine were found,” de- 
clared the witness. 


The officer revealed that dur- 
ing a search of the Teel resi- 
dence several bottles of liquor 
and cases of beer were found. 
The constable said that while 
the search was in progress. 
four vehicles entered the Teel 
property. 

Mr. Teel when he took the 
stand testified that Barr came 
to his residence and offered 

Mr. Teel told the court he 
thought he had been getting 
excellent police protection, 
“It’s better than they get in 
Toronto, your honour,’ said 
the accused. 


Mrs. Myra Wylie, of Victoria 
Road, testified that Barr call 
ed at her home and offered 
her a drink on the day in ques- 
tion. 


Earlier Bar had _ testified 
that he did not call anywhere 
on the day in question, except 
at the Teel residence. 


Summing up defence Coun- 
sel T. V. Kelly, of Oshawa said 
the evidence of the prosecu- 
tion had been most unsatis- 
factory. 


Magistrate Moore said he 
found the accused guilty and 
imposed the aforementioned 
fine. The magistrate ruled that 
the Teel residence be declared 
a public place. In default of 
payment of the fine the mag- 
istrate ordered that the accus- 
ed spend six months in jail.

BODIES DISINTERRED 

Warsaw, Dec. 30—(UPI)—The bodies of 143 Polish 
and Hungarian women shot by the Nazis during World 
War II have been disinterred from a mass grave in a 
forest near Usewo and reburied in Rynbo Cemetery. 

The women were believed to have been prisoners 
from Stuthoff concentration camp, brought to the forest 
to be executed by the Nazis in the winter of 1944-45. 
WORLD IS RUNNING BEHIND TIME 

Moscow, Dec. 30—(UP)—The world is 31 seconds 
behind time, a Soviet astronomer reported today. 

Kheino Potter, head of the Ephemerid Time Service 
at Leningrad’s Pulkovo Observatory, said the time loss 
has accumulated since the first decade of this century. 

He told the Soviet news agency Tass that the in- 
accuracy resulted from unevenness in the rotation of 
the earth on its axis. 

SEARCHING FOR “YETI”, KILLED 

Katmandu, Nepal, Dec. 30—(UPI)—One member of 
a four-man Soviet expedition searching for an ‘““Abom- 
inable Snowman,” or “Yeti,” was killed last spring, 
apparently in an avalanche. 

“DECAPITATION MURDERER” 

Birmingham. England, Dec. 30 —(UPI)— Tension 
mounted in Birmingham, England today as a ‘“‘decapi- 
tation murderer” apparently continued to elude an im- 
mense police hunt. 

Six men were rounded up for questioning during the 
night in various places throughout the English Mid- 
lands, but only one still remained in cutsody this morn- 
ing. There were no indications he was directly linked 
with the case. 

There was no indication, in the seventh day of the 
killer search, that police had any definite clue to the 
identity of the man who, last Wednesday night, be- 
headed 29-year old Sydney Stephanie Baird in her YW- 
CA hotel room, cutting off her head with a common 
table knife. Adding to the horror of the crime was the 
| fact the killer, described as young, stockily built and with 
| long, fair, curly hair, boarded a bus a few moments 
later, his hands stickily covered with blood. 
ANNOUNCES HE’S IN RUNNING 
| Washington, Dec, 30—(UPI)—Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey has formally announced that he is running for 
the Democratic presidential nomination in the United 
States. 

The Democratic lawmaker’s long-expected decision 
came at a news conference in Washington today. 

Humphrey said he will enter primary contests in 
Wisconsin, Oregon, South Dakota and the District of 
Columbia. He said he would “like to enter other prim- 
aries” but has limited finances, 

DISGUISED AS EARTHQUAKES 

American scientists report a possible method of 
disguising underground nuclear blasts to make them 
look like earthquakes. Scientists in Pasadena say nuclear 
blasts can be muffled in underground cavities. They 
say that blasts then appear as earthquakes on seismo- 
graphs. 

CHARGES U.S. BROKE TEST BAN 

Russia has charged the U.S. recently broke its self- 
imposed nuclear test ban due to end tomorrow. The 
official Communist newspaper says America tested un- 
derground nuclear bombs in violation of the voluntary 
14-month test halt. Pravda attacked the decision to end 
U.S. nuclear ban as a move opposed to peace. 

MAINE’S GOVERNOR DIES 

Maine’s Governor Clinton Clauson died today — pre- 
sumably from a heart attack or Cerebral hemorrhage. 
The 64-year old Democrat had attended a dinner last 
night at Lewiston, Maine, and the g°Vernor's news secre- 
tary said he appeared in good health.

“THIS IS THE SEASON... 

This is the season of the year when we pause and 
give thanks tor the many privileges and blessings that 
we have enjoyed in this great land of ours. We also 
think of and remember in a tangible way the less for- 
tunate. 

The ever expanding growth of service to the blind 
people of Canada is most impressive. The staff of the 
Canadian National Institute for the Blind includes many 
blind men and women, ana they are assisted by numer- 
ous volunteer workers who form the boards and cornmit- 
tees throughout the country. 

The rehabilitation of a blind person is a wonderful 
work. It inciudes Home teaching by a fully qualified in- 
structor whe is also blind: includes the crafts, touch- 
type reading, the typewriter, and household skills, and 
this does much to restore independence and confidence. 

Social service for the intimate problems that accom- 
pany blindness. 

Recreation—A year-round program offers a variety 
of activities for young and old. It includes card playing, 
golf, howling, fishing and swimming. 

The C.N.LB, receives some financial assistance from 
the Federal. Provincial and Municipal Governments and 
from bequests and endowments. However, as a welfare 
agency it is dependent on public donations for its main 
source of revenue. 

There are 49 blind people residing in Lindsay and 
the County of Victoria who are registered with the C.N.- 
LB. These people do not enter into the spirit of Christ- 
tas but rely on the sighted to express the color and 
beauty that surrounds them. Most blind people will 
spend Chrsitmas with relatives or friends. However, 
to make certain no one is forgotten, the local board of 
the C.N.LB. presents each registered blind person with 
a gift, and the Lady Hughes Chapter LO.D.E. present 
each one with a hox of home-made candy. Last year a 
Christmas party that included a turkey dinner and enter- 
tainment was inaugurated. 

They have a club of their own known as the Lindsay 
White Cane Club. Meetings are held the 3rd Tuesday of 
the month. The 1.0.0.F. Hall is provided free of charge, 
and a local organization or service club furnishes trans- 
portation, entertainment and lunch for these monthly 
meetings. 

The White Cane is a symbol of blindness and a valu- 
able protection. 

We should like at this season to say thanks to the 
workers and supporters of the Lindsay Community Chest 
and the various collection drives throughout the County, 
and to the organizations and service clubs that help 
to brighten the lives of our blind friends the year round.

WHY PROCRASTINATE? 

Everyone in these days suffers under the feeling 
of being pressed for time. We do not seem to catch 
up with things as we used to do.

This is a serious problem, because procrastination 
does more than almost any other habit to deprive us 
us of satisfaction, success and happiness, It does not 
solve any problem when we toss it into the tray marked 
“pending”. 

More than two centuries ago Edward Young dis- 
appointed in law, politics and in his thirty-five year 
rectorship of a small church, wrote the often-quoted 
line “Procrastination is the thief of time’. In fact, 
procrastination is much more. It is the thief of our 
self-respect. It nags at us and spoils our fun. It de- 
prives us of the fullest realization of our ambitions 
and hopes. 

In business, a man who hesitates Js lost. He seeks, 
quite rightly, to bring to bear on his decisions the 
mature judgment that is the outcome of thought 
directed toward solving a problem, but there ig a dead- 
line beyond which he must not prolong his deliberation. 
He must make decisions, and not postpone them, or his 
opportunity for profit and fulfilment disappear, 

In our other life, the cultural part, procrastination 
is equally damaging, There js usually no want of de- 
sire on the part of most persons to arrive at the results

This is 
where your home freezer will 
stand you in good stead.

Stuf- 
fing can be prepared in ad- 
vance and chilled but it’s saf- 
er to put it in the bird just 
before placing the bird in the 
oven.

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Fire's 
cause 
mystery 


A disastrous Christmas night 
fire which ate through stores 
and offices in the business sec- 
tion of Lindsay caused prop- 
erty and contents damage in 
excess of $100,000, Fire Chief 
Arnold Watson said this morn- 
ing. 

Jackson’s Department Store 
on Kent Street, where the out- 
break occurred, was complete- 
ly gutted; extensive water and 
smoke damage was-caused to 
the premises housing Adam’s 
Furniture and Court’s Music 
and Appliance Store. The third 
floor of the Toronto-Dominion 
Bank building at the corner 
of William and Kent Streets 
was also gutted. The second 


floor was extensively damag-} 


ed. 
Reports Not True 
Fire Chief Watson said the 


official cause of the outbreak, 


was still unknown. The chief 
disclosed that reports that the 
fire had originated in a space 
heater on the second floor 
above the Jackson building 
was not frue. 

The chief said one of the 


biggest problems encountered) 


in fighting the blaze was the 
insufficient facilities for re- 
charging the- air packs the 
firefighters were using. A 
shuttle service similar to the 
one brought into play during 
the Blackwell Building fire was 
operated by the OPP.
